Bubonic Plague Has Slain 
107 Persons Since New 
Year’s. 


Mexico. January 18.—Thnere 
deaths from the plague 
The deaths on the 15th 
numbered seven and many new cases 
are reported. The number of wooden 
houses burned is 106. Two coaches in 
which plague-stricken people sought to 
escape from the city will be burned. 
A young workman’s mother died from 
the plague at the family house. Some 
Sanitary inspectors entered the house and 
took possession of the corpse. The young 
man was sent to the department of ob- 
servation The man’s wife and_ sister 
Were absent at the time of the inspectors’ 
visit and afterwards disappeared, fearing 
to be taken to the lazareto. This morn- 
ing one of the women was found dead 
from the plague and the other has not 
been heard of. The young man has not 
been altacked by the epidemic, but has 
become insane.

I am heartily in favor of a 
thoroughly modern ard spacious build- 
ing, perfect!y equipped; and from such 
Study of the situation as I have been able 
to give at this distance, I am convince. 
that it would be a better business propo- 
sition for the government to erect an en- 
lirely new building than to attempt to 
make over the present one, It would be 
2s cheap in dollars and would give in- 
finitely better results.’ 

“What,"’ I asked, “are the chances for 
such legislation -at this session?” 

“It is impossible to say whether we can 
get any public’ building legislation 
through at this session or not. My com- 
mittee will urge it as strongly as we 
Know how, but nothing is certain. This 
much must, however, be evident.” con- 
tinued Chairman Mercer, “Atlanta 
should leave no stone unturned. She 
saould see to it that her request ig 
strengthened in every possible way. It 
would, of course, be well for the coun- 
cil and your commercial bodies to show 
that the government will lose nothing 
by erecting a new building—that, in other 
words, the present property would not 
become dead weight on the government's 
hands.”’ 


Senator Clay for New Buil?ing. 

Senator Clay, who some time ago in- 
troduced a bill for a million dollar pub- 
lic building, said today he would of course 
do everything in his power to secure the 
passage of such a bill through the sen- 
ate 

“IT anticipate no trouble in passing such 
a bill through the senate,” said the sen- 
ator. ‘“‘The only trouble in the way, in 
my opinion, is in securing consideration 
in the house at-this short session. I have 
all the time believed that Atlanta is enti- 
tled to an entirely new building, but the 
recommendation of the treasury officials 
for the purchase of the site adjoining the 
present building and the erection there- 
on of an annex stood in the way. Now 
that the treasury officials see things in 
the proper light, I believe it only a ques- 
tion of time when congress will make 
the necessary appropriation for an en- 
tirely new building. It is difficult to Say 
what will and what will not be done at 
‘a short session; but we are very hopeful 
that the house will have an opportunity 
to vote upon an Atlanta bill. All the 
Georgians will gladly assist in the pas- 
Sage of such a bill if they are given the 
opportunity.’ 

Colonel Livingston has been in com- 
munication with Mayor Howell relative 
to possible action by the council. He 
thinks it will be best for the council, in 
any action it takes, to make no mention 
of price which may be offered for the 
present building. All that is necessary is 
to give assurances that the property will 
be purchased at a fair valuation. 


Council Should Act. 

“We will do everything in our power,” 
Said Colonel] Livingston, “‘to get action 
by the house at this session. I believe 
there will be no trouble in showing the 
house committee that it is a better busi- 
ness deal for the government to pur- 
chase a new lot and erect an entirely 
new building rather than attempt to 
patch up and add to the present struc- 
ture. Chairman Mercer is very friendly 
to the project and so are the other mem- 
bers with whom I have been talking.

ones To Erect Hospital 


Hospital Will Cost State Nothing, 
but Will Be in Charge of State 
Officers — Proposition of 
Lessees Meeting with 
Great Favor. 


Tallahassee, Fla., January 18.—(Special.) 
A most beneficent and commendable re- 
form is about to be inaugurated in the 
management of the 1,000 or more state 
prisoners now in the custody of the 
lessees, the Florida Naval ‘Stores and 
Commission Company. 

This company has been 
state convicts only since January 1, 1902, 
and it is umder contract to receive all 
persons sentenced to the state prigon, 
regardless of age or physical condition, 
and in return for their laber to pay to 
the state the sum of $161.00 per convict 
per annum, which is more than seven 
times as much as any former jessees have 
paid. 

While the lessee is required to clothe, 
feed, house and furnish medical attention 
to the convicts, and comply with the reg- 
ulations for convict management pre- 
the board of commissioners 
of state institutions, there has never here- 
tofore been a hospital where sick, intirm 
and broken down convicts can be Kept, 
treated and cared for—some of whom can 
do’ only the very Nghtest work, -and 
others are paralyzed or otherwise so en- 
feebled from previous harsh treatment or 
irregular living as to be ufterly useless 
and helpless. 

In the Fiorida convict camps there are 
far more than the normal proportion 6f 
this class of feeble-bodied prisoners. Un- 
Ger former lessees they have fared badly, 
and there is considerable foundation tor 
the belief that many of them died pre- 
maturely 2m the camps. The legisiature 
has failed, though repeatedly urged, to 
make any enactment or financial provision 
tor relief of this cless of prisoners, and 
the preblem has proved a trying: one tu 
solve. Uncer the existing law, convict 
matters are left in control of the board 
of commiszioners of state institutions, the 
conimissioner of agriculture, a member 
ot the board, having active supervision ot 
the convict camps. 

A solution has now been proposed which 
seems to meet all the ditfcuities of this 
problem. Hon. Water &. Cpachman, of 
Jacksonvilfie, the president and controlling 
spirit of tne company, who is a 
inorough-going and very successful busi- 
ness man but generous-hearted and always 
humane, has proposed that his company

It is stated that a satisfactory location 
for the central hospital has been selected 
in Marion county, about one mile from 
Ocala, and that work is being pushed 
on the. building. Commissioner of Agri- 
culture B. E, McLin will inspect it late 
this month, and it will be ready fof 
occupancy in a few weekg. 

In return for this outlay and 
care of the state prisoners, it is under- 
stood that the lessee company, through 
President Coachman, will ask the board 
to relieve it from the necessity of paying 
to the state the annual charge of $151.50 
for each of the convicts confined in the 
hospital—that is, for such proportionate 
time as each prisoner may be so confined, 
the question as to whether individuals 
are able to be at work or should remain 
under treatment to be at all times one 
for the state authorities and agents to 
determine. 

While no definite agreement has yet 
been reached, there is no doubt that the 
board has abundant authority in the 
premises, and it is understood that the 
members are giving favorable considera- 
tion to the proposition and will carry it 
into effect. Mr. Coachman states that if 
the board will give his company reason- 
able encouragement, the greatest prac- 
ticable measure of relief will at once be 
given to infirm and disabled convicts.

The matter was in the hands of 
the elections committee for several days, 
end, while positive evidence has been 
brought that frauds were committed in 
several precincts of Arapahoe county, the 
large majorities received by the demo- 
crats, ranging from 2,000 to 5,000, it is be- 
lieved, will be hard to overcome in every 
instance. The report will be made to the 
house tomorrow. Chairman Breckenridge, 
a republican chosen by agreement with 
the anti-Wolcott members and the dem- 
Ccrats, in an interview, stated that he 
believed ther@e would be two reports—a 
majority report by the republicans, who 
control the committee, and one by the 
minority’ members. He sald that he 
thought both sides would stand together, 
but he did not want the inference drawn 
that the entire seventeen democrats would 
be oustd. It is the general opinion that 
those democrats whose majorities reached 
close to the maximum given above will 
be allcwed to retain their seats, but that 
the others wiil be thrown out. It also 
is believed that the unseating of the en- 
tire seventeen, which the Wolcctites de- 
mand, will give them the balance of pow- 
er in the house. But, should this be done 
and the threat of the democrats, who con- 
trol the senate, to unseat every republican 
senator be carried, the result would like- 
ly be a deadlock, for the senate, then 
unanimously democratic, will refuse to 
enter a joint session. So that whatever 
the report of the committee may be there

“He has been promising to marry me 
for ever so long.” she said.

Pekin, January 18.—The dedication of 
the Von Kettlér memonal arca, whicn 
occurred today, was an impressive cefe- 
mony. The arcn was erected by China 
Baron Von Kettler was the German 
minister who was killed by boxers at 
the outbreak of the boxer trouble. Tae 
dedication took place in the presence of 
a brilllant assemblage of diplomats, 
many Chinese officials, all the military 
officers {jn Pekin, the entire foreigt com- 
munity of the city, as well as German 
officers and civilians from Tien Tsin and 
other cities. The streets and roofs trom 
which a view of the function was to 4 
had were crowded with Chinese. The Ger- 
man troops were aligned in the street 
south of the arch, while tae Chinese so!- 
diers occupied the corresponding posi- 
tion to the north. Baron Von der Goltz, 
first secretary of the German legation, 
officiated in behalf of Germany, and 
Prince Chun, brother of the emperer, 
who was sent to Germany to apologize 
for the murder of the minister, represent- 
ed China at the altar, while imperial 
sacrificial vessels were erected before tne 
arch. When Prince Chun arrived he was 
escorted to the arch by Baron von der 
Goltz and he poured out a libation in 
honor of the dead man. He then spoke 
as follows:

In erecting this monument in China ‘he 
fulfills an obligation fe took up after 
the events of 1900. The monument shall 
stand as a sermon to posterity and as a 
lasting symbo] of the desire of the Chi- 
nese government to promote and perpetu- 
ate friendly relations with foreign gov- 
ernments.

He has al- 
wavs been classed as “a white man’s 
negro,” and attained considerable prom- 
inence some time since by an article in 
which he made a vigorous defense of 
Jefferson Davis.

floodgates of the state treasury will 
be opened and just as fast as the offi- 
elals in charge can hand out the cash, it 
will be paid to those whose names are 
On the state's bounty’ list. 

The treasury officials will finish todav 
the work of making out 180 checks fo. 
the pay of the school teachers of the 
State, so that tomorrow they will have 
a clear deck for the pensloners. These 19 
checks fer the teachers will: amount to 
about $600,008, being for the jast two 
months’ services in 1902, and they will 
be mailed to the county school superin- 
tendents by State School Superintendent 
W. B. Merritt, tomorrow. 

With the school payments out of the 
way the pension rush will begin, and 
this always consumes a great deal of 
time, because the individual payments 
are so small, The total is $870,000, so it 
is seen that within the next few weeks, 
between the school teachers and pen- 
sioners, the state treasury will unburden 
itself of about a million and a half. 

Pension Commissioner J. W. Lindsey 
will be here today and will have every- 
thing in shape to start the ball rolling 
tomorrow. He has already had prepared 
hundreds of pension vouchers in the 
names of the individual pensioners to 
whom the money is payable. He will 
begin with Fulton county and then take 
up the other counties in turn, first taking 
several from the northern part of the 
state, and then a number from the 
southern section. 

There are about 80 pensioners in Fulton 
county, or more than three times as many 
as in the next largest county in the state, 
and as the vouchers are distributed to 
them individually, it always requires 
about three days to pay the pensioners 
in Fulton alone. The other counties are 
taken up from two to eight at a time. 
Tomorrow, January %, will be devoted 
to paying Fulton's indigent penstoners, 
the invalid pensioners of the county will 
be paid on Wednesday, and the widows 
of both classes on Thursday. Indigent 
pensioners and widows are paid $0 each, 
while the invalids get from % to $150, ac- 
cording to the nature of the disability. 
Pension Commissioner Lindsey will give 
to each pensioner a voucher or warrant 
for the amount due him, and Treasurer 
Park, in exchange for these, will hand 
out the cash. 

In all something more than $50,000 in 
cash will thus be turned loose in Atlanta 
during the present week, and much of it

will go as quickly as it came, that is as 
| quickly as it came after the vouchers 


were secured, for the average pensioner, 
no doubt, feels that pension money Is 
long enough in coming at best. Some of 
the pensioners are careful of thelr meager 
but for many of them the 
check brings but a few short 
days of joy and they then go back to 
“hard pan.” 

Secretary of State Phi! Cook and Comp- 
troller General W. A. Wright always as- 
sist materially in the distribution of pen- 
sion money through powers of attorney 
given them by numerous pensioners, and 
they do this always free of charge to 
those interested. In many cases checks 
are mailed directly to the ordinaries of 
the counties. and they distribute them, 
taking the pensioner’s receipt. 


Smallpox in Some. Counties. 
CCORDING to. reports received at 
the capitol, gmalipox is prevalent 

in seven or eight counties of the state, 
and it no doubt exists to some extent in 


others. 

Governor Terrell has had applications 
recently from Hart, Macon, Polk, Fayette, 
Madison and three or four other counties 
as widely separated as these, for vaccine 
points, and in each case he has sent from 
100 to 500, according to the nature gf the 
request. The letters requesting the vac- 
cine points all state that smallpox is pre- 
valent. but do not state to what extent, 
and they want to use the points a8 a 
preventive. 

No doubt in most cases the disease is 
confiend to a few, as there is no indica- 
tion of any great spread, nor has there 
been any report of smallpox being gener- 
ally epidemic in any county in the state. 
This is the seagon of the year when small- 
pox makes its appearance most exten- 
sively, and there were many requests made 
of the governor last year just about this 
time for vaccine points. In most counties 
the authorities take hold of the disease 
promptly and use heroic measures to 
stamp It out of the community. Of late 
vears no very large number of deaths 
has resulted from smallpox in any sec 
tion of the state. 


Supreme Court Is Up. 

HE supreme court has decided every 
‘4 case that has been argued before it up 
to the present time, the last one having 
been decided last week. This does not 
mean that the court has no unfinished 
work on hand, for the opinions in some 
fifty or sixty of the last cases decided 
have not yet been written, only the 
headnotes ‘having been handed down. 
These cases have been assigned to the 


different justices who will write the 
court’s opinions at their earliest ep- 
portunity. 

This week the court will take up 
criminal business and a number of cases 
that were passed for ong reason or 
another at the time the circuits were 
called. It is probable that most of the 
criminal] business will be concluded f{o- 
day. In all the capital cases Attorney 
General Hart will appear before the court 
to assist the solicitor general, as the law 
directs. 

There have been severa] changes on the 
Supreme court bench recently, as is wel! 
known, and on each occasion the new 
Justice has been deluged with applications 
for appointment as stenographer. Thos 
seeking these appointments laber under 
the impression that each justice names 
his own stenographer, which is not the 
Case. The stenographers of the supfeme 
court are elected by the entire court, and 
it takes four votes to elect. The result 
is the stenographers who were there 
when the new justices were sworn in

reason or necessity for making any 
changes. Whenever one of the court 
Stenographers resigns or dies, then the 
justice to whom he had been assigned is 
allowed to nominate a stenographer and 
the court passes upon him. If he is sat- 
isfactory he is elected and assigned to 
the justice who makes the nomination. 

It will be readily understood trom the 
foregoing: why a new justice does not ap- 
point a stenographer. But no matter if 
this were explained a hundred times the 
chances are that each new justice ap- 
pointed or elected in the future will have 
just about as many applications for the 
appointment.

After the bill had reached that 
Mr. Littlefield and his renublican 
leagues upon the committee were sum- 
moned to the white house. There their 
hill was subjected to the supervision. not 
only of the president and his 
general, but to certain senators 
sympathies for downtrodden trusts and 
monopolies are most pronounced. The 
result is that the Dill is now going 
through a pruning process which is cal- 
culated to take from it most if not all 
of its sting. The publicity feature has 
been rendered practically of no value by 
leaving it in the hands of somebody in 
the new department of commerce to re- 
quire reports from cerporations when 
he may see fit. instead of making such 
reports absolutely obifgatory. It is pre- 
fumed that this is done for the purpose 
of shielding what Senator Wanna called 
the “good trusts."” From the republicaz 
standpoint, all trusts are good. 


Won't Be Able To Recognize It. 
Other changes made in the 
measure, details of which have not vet 
heen given to the public. Enourh is 
known, however, to warrant the state- 
ment that when the biil is reported to 
the house judiciary committee next week 
t= authors will scarcely recognize it. 
Tt may retain. in some decree, its pres- 
ent outward form, but it will be a >uling 
infant of a trust regulator instead cf the 
lusty and vigorous youth which it was 
in the committee's draft. 

If Mr. Littlefield is willing stand

The republicans realize fully the 
cessity of passing some sort of an 
leged anti-trust measure at this 
sion of congress. Senator Lodge is au- 
thority for the statement that unless 
there is some such bill, the pres‘aent 
will summon the new congress into 
extraordinary session. 

What the Senate Contemplates. 
Senator Hanna and his republican as- 
sociates in the upper house of congress 
have no idea, however. of allowing any 
such radical bill as the house svulcom- 
mittee had agreed wunon to be enacted 
into law. About ell thev will stand for 
is the bill prepared by Attorney General 
Knox prohibiting rebates or other special 
privileges being granted by railroads and 
other common carriers. 
Even such a bill will be 

holes so as to practically 
purpose. 
The efforts of the renutiean leaders 
who are tampering with the hovse bill 
tend to. the shaping of that measure so 
that it will have no more force than that 
Knox bill. The house may be allowed to 
put it through in a little stroncer and 
apparently more drastic shape than the 
bill drawn by the attorney general, but 
the features the trusts object to will be 
knocked out when the measure -rets to 
the senate committee, and the repul:iican 
majority of the senate will see to it 
that the senate amendments stand. 

If there are enough republicans who 
are sincerely honest in their oppositions 
to trusts to demand a real anti-trust 
bill, or who, in leu of getling that, are 
willing to throw the whole matter over 
to an extra session, real anti-trust leg- 
islation is a possibility. Mr. Littlefiela 
more than any other member of the 
house has this power in his hends.

Dr. Jenkins said that he did not agree

wOof worship, and that the remedy must 
"be more than a readjustment of method. 
He held that the failure of the Christian 
church to be more successful in its work 
of spreading the gospel was due to the 
tailure of Christians to appropriate the 
Power of the Holy Spirit which God of- 
‘ters and to live up to the full possibilities 
wf the Christian life. He said that Chris- 
ans of today have, in great measure, 
ost the understanding of what the Holy

You may not be able to convert 
multitudes by preaching with wonderful 
power, but you can take the Spirit with 
you into your home and among vour 
friends, bringing the light of God's truth 
into the dark souls around you.”

“No mere man has been a greater 
blessing to the world than Abraham. He 
towers above all the men of the ages. 
His posterity have been as the sands upon 
the seaSaore and through him came the 
Lord Jesus Christ, the world’s Redeemer. 
Througa Christ, the seed of Abraham, all 
the nations of the earth have been biest. 
Of all the promises God made to Abra- 
’4zam this promise that he should be 
blessing to the world was the best, and 
that which perhaps influenced him the 
most to get out of his native land. 

“God could not bless him in that idola- 
trous country, nor could He have made 
Abraham a blessing amid syca surround- 
ings. He must give up his idolatrous as- 
sociations and his idolatrous kindred. He 
must break with the past. He must sacri- 
fice his own personal feelings and com- 
fort if he would become a blessing to the 


- world. 


“As God called Abraham to become a 
blessing to the world, so also does He 
call each one of His people now. How 
often do we find ourselves regarding re- 
ligion as a possession to be held, rather 
than a life which we are to spread and a 
kingdom which we are to extend? God 
could ‘have saved Abraham where he 
was, but if he would become a blessing 
to others, he must get out of his coun- 
try. How hard it is for us to learn that 
God does not save us for our sake alone, 
but He saves us and calls us that we 
may bless others. 

“It is for this that God has called 
each one of us. He calls us to leave our 
sinful pleasures and our unholy asso- 
ciations to go to a land which He will 
show us. God will point the way out io 
us if we obey ‘nis voice. He will lead 
us step by step as He did Abraham. Life 
and duty will not be unfolded to us un- 
less we obey. 

“The one great purpose of God in call- 
ing Abram was to make him a blessing 
to all the nations of earth. The one 
great purpose of God in calling us is to 
make us a blessing to the world. God 
has no use for a selfish Christian, for one 
who is content with merely being saved 
himself. Your great business and my 
great business, my brother, my sister, 
is to be a blessing to the world. That also 
is my business. And then we must re- 
member that if we are not a blessing, 
we are a curse. No neutral ground here. 
We are one thing or the other. We are 
a saver of life unto life or a saver of 
death unto death, as the Apostle Paul 
puts it. Many a man in the church today 
is a curse to the church and to the 
world rather than a blessing. He is a

In this connection John R. Waters, at- 
and manager for Subscribers of 
Individual Underwriters, prepared 
and issued a circular to them, in which 
he states that “in policies and contracts. 
of fire insurance the time of day when 
tne insurance takes effect and expires is 
usually stated to be ‘noon.’ ’ 

The he propounds the following: 

‘Question No. 1—Does this mean the 
solar noon, or noon according to ‘Stand- 
ard’ time? 

‘It is understood that in certain states, 
e. g., New York, New Jersey, Pennsy!- 
vania, question No. 1 has been cared for 
by the legislature, making ‘standard’ 
time mandatory when there is no ex- 
press stipulation to the contrary. 

“It is understood that in some places 
the courts have declared that ‘standard’ 
time must rule in cases where there is no 
express stipulation to the contrary, on 
the ground that ‘standard’ time is the 
local usage. 

“It is understood that in some places 
the courts have upheld solar time. 

‘In still some other places the question 
of solar time versus ‘standard’ time is 
now in contention or litigation between 
certain fire insurance offices and some 
policy holders who are trying to collect 
their fire losses. 

“Question: No. 2—Does it mean noon at 
the place where the policy was written or 
issued, or noon at the place where the 
property which is the subject of insur- 
ance is situated? (It often happens that 
the insurance office and tne risk are re- 
spectively located in places whose times 
differ.) 

“This office does not know that ques- 
tion No. 2 has been legislated or adjudi- 
cated, but that this question is also an 
important one is apparent on its face. 

“The situation as above described mer- 
its. in our judgment, prompt considera- 
tion and diligent action, and as the opb- 
ject of this office is to protect its sub- 
scribers’ interests, we venture to recom- 
mend to each policy holder positive ac- 
tion on tae follewing lines: 

“Let the policy holder first make up 
his mind as to which of the two noons 
(solar or ‘standard’) he wants, and then 
procure the indorsement on all of his 
policies of an appropriate rider as set 
forth below, it being taken for granted 
that every subscriber proposes, in regard 
to question No. 2, to stand on the time 
(whetaer solar or ‘sandard’) of the place 
where the property is situated rather 
than on that of the place where the puol- 
icy is issued. 

‘‘Rider No. 1 (for use by policy holders 
who decide for ‘standard’ time):~ 

“By agreement between the insured 
and this company the word ‘noon’ in this 
policy or contract means the noon of the 
‘standard’ time of tae place where the 
property which is the subject of the in- 
surance is situated. 

“Rider No. 2 (for use by policy holders 
who decide for solar time): 

“By agreement between the insured and 
this company the word ‘noon’ in this 
policy or eontract means the solar noon 
of the place where the property which 
is the subject of insurance is situated. 
“Rider No. 3 (for use by policyholders 
whose properties are located in states 
where the law in the absence of express 
stipulation defines the time): 

“By agreement between the insured 
this company the word ‘noen’ in 
policy or contract means noon at 
place where the property which is 
gubject of insurance is situated. 

“It is. of course, unnecessary to 
you that whatever may be done, all fire 
insurance policies and contracts on the 
same risk should be treated alike and 
simultaneously so as to be concurrent and 
avoid conflict and trouble in case of fire.

It is said that the order calling for a 
reneral advance in fire insurance rates at 
Glen Falls, N. Y., was the result of the 
bad fire record there and the inefficiency 
of the fire department.

The Case Will Not Come Up 
Today, as Was Ex- 
pected, 


It is definitely stated that the insanity 
trial of Millard Lee will begin before 
Judge Roan in the supergor court tomor- 
row morning. As a matter of form the 
case will be called this morning at the 
opening of court, but owing to the fswt 
that Attorney Reuben Arnold will be en- 
gaged in the supreme court today, the 
case of Lee will be carrieg over till to- 
morrow. 

The case of the state against Fred L. 
Stephenson. who is chareed with the 
murder of J. B. Ewing, will not come up 
today, and consequentiy will not be 
called till after the Lee trial has been 
completed. Attorneys Arnold & Arnold 
and Harvey Hill will represent Stephen- 
and it is owing to the same reason 
as in the case of Lee, Attorney Reuben 
Arnold being engaged with two criminal 
the supfeme court, that this 

ne be called today. The 
Stephenson case will be salled immedl- 
ately after the Lee trial 

Trial Will Last Three Days. 

It is estimated that the Lee trial will 
consume at least three days, and in the 
event that’ it takes longer to complete 
the hearing Governor Terrell will again 
be called upon to take some action in the 
matter, for as it nyw stands according to 
the law Lee will have to hang next, Fri- 
day, unless in the meantime he is de- 
clared an insane man. 

When Governor Terrell granted the last 
respite it was for a. period of thirty 
days, and that time will expire Friday, 
January 2%. Since the insanity trial will 
not begin till Tuesday only three days 
will remain before the day of execution 
in which to finish the hearing, and it ts 
not Hkely that it will be completed in so 
short a time.

Miss Suttles had returned the Friday 
before from a visit to-the Charleston ex- 
position. She went tao church on tae 
fatal Sunday morning. with young Her- 
bert Reynolds. After the services she 
was surrounded by a group of her ad- 
miring friends who wished to hear her 
tell of her trip to the exposition. While 
talking wita one of her girl friends she 
became separated from Mr. Reynolds. 
Millard Lee walked up to the group of 
which she was the center and touching 
her on the arm asked to speak wita her 
a moment. She stepped to one side and he 
asked her if ne could 4rive her home. 

“No,” she replied, ‘I. have company.” 

Just then she turned ta answer a queés- 
tion which one of her girl friends asked 
her, and Lee was heard to mutter, ‘if 
you won't let me take you home I shall 
shcot you.’’

Dr. Suttles ran to his daughter at tae 
sound of her agonizing scream, and 
reached her just in time to catch her as 
she fell. She recognized him and said as 
she fell in his arms, “Oh, papa.’’ She died 
before he could lower her to the floor.
